I respectfully submit my tenth annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Staff 


School opened this. fall with the same staff as last year, namely 
Mrs. Lucy Carter, teaching grades 1 and 2; Mrs. Alice Hammond, 
teaching grades 3 through 5; Miss Helen Stone teaching grades 6 
through 8, and acting as Principal of the building; Miss Ethelyn 
G. Edwards, Music Supervisor and Instructor; Miss Sybil M. Bea- 
tham, R.N., School Nurse; Dr. Claire Cayward, School Doctor 
and Mrs. Dorothea Leighton, School Lunch Manager. 


Instruction 


We have been fortunate in having the same staff for the past 
several years. Retention of good teachers makes it possible to set 
up goals and to achieve a perspective of what is desired and what is 
being done. As a result of this we find that our children are pro- 
gressing satisfactorily through our own educational program and are 
able to compete on an academic level in those schools to which they 
go, that does credit to themselves and to the educational program 
being offered in our school. 


Good schools are usually the result of good parental under- 
standing of what comprises the education their children are re- 
ceiving. Over the years, the parents in Temple have been interested 
in their school and have been very cooperative and understanding. 
This has been accomplished without any group to whom the edu- 
cators and School Board could go, to interpret their philosophies, 
goals and procedures. However, with the changes that are occur- 
ring in the techniques and materials of instruction, it would appear 
that Temple could support an effective organized group of parents, 
in the form of a Parents’ Club. This would give parents and teach- 
ers an opportunity to raise questions and receive answers, that per- 
haps otherwise would not be obtained or might be misunderstood, 
when given to individuals. 


Sometimes I have wondered if parents of today’s children 
understand just how the reading skills are begun in the primary 
grades and follow through the various grade programs. How is 
penmanship taught in the lower grades and the transitions that are 
made as the child moves through the grades? How effective is our 
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testing program? What is it? How much is expected of each child 
in each grade to effectively grasp the work of the grade? What 
provisions are made to take care of the child who does not progress 
as rapidly as the majority of the class? 


These and many other questions could be raised and answered, 
if we had a group to whom we could go to explain these matters. 

I Sincerely hope that during the current year and the year’ 
that follows, the parents will make an effort to organize such a 
group. Much mutual good could result from this. 


Building and Grounds 


Our school plant is in good condition, and we should be able 
to keep it this way with moderate expenditures for proper main- 
tenance. 


This past year, the exterior of the building was given one coat 
of paint, the cafeteria floor received a much needed painted sur- 
face, grading around the building was completed and the cupola 
was repaired with the expectation that this will eliminate water 
from coming into the attic. 


The school children purchased, from money received for their 
janitorial services, several lengths of wooden fence and with the 
cooperation of several parents, installed this along the front of the 
school. It is their hope that several more sections can be purchased 
to complete the project. Several other parents have agreed to assist 
them in painting this, thereby making the grounds of the school 
more attractive. 


Our children are to be commended for their interest in the 
appearance of the school building and the adjoining grounds. 


New fluorescent lighting was installed in the upper grade room 
in accordance with the recommendation of the State Department 
of Health. The same situation exists in the primary room and 
should be rectified this year. Consequently, the School Board has 
included in its budget the sum of $225.00 to complete the lighting 


program. 


Our experience with the new middle grade room indicates that 
there is not enough radiation in this room to adequately heat it, 
particularly on windy days or extremely cold days. A study has been 
made of this situation and it was recommended that finned radia- 
tion should be installed along the wall under the slate-board in the 
front of the room, This installation would cost approximately 
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$300.00. Consequently, the School Board has provided for this 
amount in its budget. 


Special Articles 


Article 9—calls to the attention of the voters of the district 
the necessity of raising and appropriating the sum of $447.50 for 
transportation costs contracted for the school year 1956-57. When 
bids were submitted in the spring of 1956 for the present school year 
they were in excess of the amount budgeted at the March meeting. 
Since the School Board is required by law to provide transportation 
it was necessary for them to provide transportation at the higher 
cost. 


The amount budgeted for 1957-58, is the result of a conference 
with the present bus contractors. ‘There may be the feeling by some 
that this amount is excessive. In the event that this is a general feel- 
ing, it might be well for the school district to again consider the 
advisability of establishing under Article 7, a committee to study 
the possibility of transporting the pupils to the school by several 
vehicles rather than two, and report back to the voters the results 
of this study prior to June 30, 1957. 


Article 10—is requesting the voters of the district to appropri- 
ate a deficiency amount of $175.00 and make such sum available 
to the School Board prior to June 30, 1957, so that its current obli- 
gations can be liquidated. As the Article indicates, the fuel costs 
during the year 1955-56, exceeded the amount budgeted. A care- 
ful perusal of the expenditures of the School Board will reveal that 
the cost was $838.03 as against the budgeted amount of $650.00, 
a difference of $188.03. However, the difference between the 
$188.03 and the $175.00 requested, was absorbed in other items of 
the budget. 


The school year 1955-56, was unusual from a heating point of 
view in that, the cold spell was long and continuous, with no par- 
ticularly high temperatures or low temperatures. We may experi- 
ence a similar situation this year. 


Finance 


The School Board’s Budget for 1957-58 calls for an appropria- 
tion of $33,048.34, an increase of $4,202.13 over last year’s budget. 
This increase is reflected in the areas of tuitions, transportation, 
teachers’ salaries, fixed charges, expenses of administration and 
capital outlay. 
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Reductions of $556.00 have been realized in the areas of re- 
pairs, equipment and interest payments. 


The largest single increase, amounting to $1,983.00 is in the 
areas of tuitions. It will be noted that the tuition rate at Peter- 
borough High School has increased from $330.00 per pupil to 
$354.00; and at Appleton Academy from $305.00 per pupil to 
$325.00. These increases reflect the increased costs of operating 
schools and reflects the general increased costs that everyone is ex- 
periencing as a result of the economics of our time. The increased 
costs in tuitions also reflects the larger number of pupils for whom 
the district is responsible for educating. Next year we anticipate 
that twenty-five pupils will be attending various high schools and 
that this number will increase to approximately thirty-eight in 


1962-63. 


Transportation reflects the next highest increase, namely 
$965.00. Each year the School Board submits bids for transporta- 
tion. Consequently, they are obligated to pay the price that is de- 
manded to provide the transportation required by law. It is obvious 
that increased costs relative to operation of motor vehicles and dis- 
tances traveled, affect this cost. 


Our teachers’ salaries are among the lowest in this area and the 
increase in this item of $675.00 does not seem extravagant. Young 
graduates are starting at salaries of $3,200.00 to $3,300.00 per year. 
We are indeed fortunate in being able to retain experienced teach- 
ers at the salaries we are paying. The experience of our teachers 
range from 21 years to 34 years in public education. These teachers 
have kept abreast of the times by taking extension courses and re- 
fresher courses at their own expense. Consequently, we owe them a 
deep debt of gratitude for the fine service they have rendered over 
the years. The fine accomplishments of our children, when they 
leave our school, reflects the quality of their work. 


The three areas mentioned in the foregoing paragraphs reflect 
$3,623.00 of the increase in the budget. The remainder of $579.13 


is reflected in increased costs that are results of our times. 


As has been said many times in my reports, every effort has 
been made to offer an adequate education for the children of Tem- 
ple, as economically as possible. ‘There are many services we are not 
buying. The program we are offering is basic, fundamental and 
economical. It should be noted that our per pupil costs, determined 
on the same basis as tuition rates are determined, for the school 
year 1955-56 was $204.07. This may be compared with the State 
Average of $215.00 for the same year. 
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The School Board’s estimated income is based on the premise 
that Temple will receive approximately the same amount in State 
Aid as it did last year. They, of course, presume that there will be 
no change in the State Aid Formula. 


Last year, a careful analysis of how the State Aid Formula 
works was included in my report, along with a brief explanation. 
To date the principle of the formula remains unchanged. 


Conclusion 


I wish to again express my appreciation to the Temple School 
Board and the citizens and parents of Temple for their cooperation, 
understanding and assistance, in carrying out my educational re- 
sponsibilities.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


During the year 1955-56 I made twelve visits to the Temple 
Public School to carry on the work of the School Health Program 
and to supervise the health of the pupils. When Dr. Cayward made 
his annual physical examination of the children in October I assisted 
him and kept records of the findings, and sent notices to the parents 
for follow-up on the defects. 


At the beginning of the year there were a few cases of chicken- 
pox but at the end of the year german measles were prevalent. 
The children on the most part were not too sick and as all had 
been exposed it was recommended that unless the child became 
violently ill it would be best if the attendance at school be allowed. 


During the month of March after two delays the first shot of 
Polio Vaccine was given during the Polio Vaccine Clinic sponsored 
by the State Board of Health and supervised by Mrs. Marie Fahey, 
State Health Nurse. Twenty-one pre-school children and _thirty- 
six school children received the vaccine. The American Legion 
Auxiliary gave the lollipops and provided nurses and clerical help 
for the clinic. 


There is no date scheduled for the second shot at the present 
time. 


Vision screening was accomplished with the aid of the Snellon 
Chart and one child was found to be nearsighted. Group use of the 
audiometer was done and the findings must be checked on five by 
means of the single audiometer. 


The new Teachers’ Room in the basement was put into use as 
a part time nurses’ office and First Aid Room.
